Group II : Claims 25-41 and 50-65, drawn to a method of authenticating a 
device over a network... generating a request in a kernel layer to 
perform a first portion of an authentication method in a user 
space... communicating the request to the user 
space. ..processing. ..in the user space... communicating the 
response to the kernel layer... performing a second portion of the 
authentication... at the kernel layer, classified in class 726, 
subclasses 6, 10, and 21. 
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Applicant assumes that Group ] should consist of Claims 1-24 and 41-48 and 
Group II should consist of Claims 25-40 and 49-64, Applicant elects to prosecute the 
Group I claims.
